The 170-acre C-6 facility has been used since the 1940s for industrial purposes but is currently undergoing
a phased demolition and redevelopment. On behalf of the Boeing Realty Corporation, Integrated
Environmental Services Inc. has requested permission to destroy the following former production wells as
part of the site demolition and redevelopment effort.

In June 1998, Richard C. Slade and Associates submitted to the Regional Water Quality Control Board -
Los Angeles a detailed workplan entitled Workplan for Destruction of Two Water Supply Wells. The
workplan provided a thorough discussion of the procedures to be followed during the well destruction
process, including pump removal, casing perforations, cementing intervals, and sub-grade (5 feet below
ground surface) capping. On August 12, 1998, the workplan was approved by your office.

Owner’s Well No. 3 i5 located in the third phase of the property redevelopment. This parcel (Parcel C) has
on-going warehousing operations and is not scheduled for demolition until the year 2000. For this reason,
Owner's Well No. 2 was cemented to grade in accordance with your verbal approval on August 24,1598, A
sub-grade mushroom cap will be placed on the well during the demeolition of structures at Parcel C.

Our comments
are as follows:

» Shallow groundwater in the vicinity of the two wells may be contaminated. The
abandonment procedure includes perforating the well casing. Please address the
likelihood that this procedure may introduce contaminants from the shallow groundwater
into deeper aquifers. Include any known data on the potentiometric surface for each
aquifer penetrated by the well. ldentify the time difference between perforating the casing
and grouting the well.

¢ The workplan states, on page 6, that the well sediment will be sampled for VOCs and
nitrate. Please clarify why only VOCs and nitrates were selected. Also, include the
sediment sampling results as part of the final report.

» Should oil {free product) be detected in the well, as discussed on page 4, we will require
that the oil be analyzed, and its impact on the aquifer, if any, be determined.
